They will be wise to be 
like the rest of us who are 
cheered to read that Caroline, in 
blue rompers, has stopped her 
friend, Vice President Lyndon 
Johnson, and asked him what he 
knows. 


The delivery of a salamander 
by Bobby Kennedy Jr., aged sev- 
en, to his uncle, also added a 
good touch to the White House. 
There may even have been some- 
thing symbolic about it. Sala- 
manders were supposed by the 
ancients to be able to live in fire. 
A salamanderlike person is one 
who has a brave spirit in the face 
of fiery adversity and, more im- 
portant, one who can brave ex- 
posure to fire unscathed. Perhaps 
Master Robert Kennedy Jr. has 
produced the necessary symbolism 
for the new President and the 
fiery problems through which he 
and the nation must proceed. To 
emerge unscathed will be good. 


Crusty Persons 


At any rate, those crusty per- 
sons who do not like children 
about the White House should 
pinch themselves awake. Mr. Ken- 
nedy is the first president born in 
the 20th century. There is noth- 
ing odd about his having children. 

One of the things which Caro- 
line’s mother has done is to move 
the Howard Chandler Christy por- 
trait of Mrs. Calvin Coolidge to 
the more elegant setting of the 
Red Room. This would have 
pleased Mr. Christy. It will de- 
light survivors of the Pi Beta Phi 
Sorority which presented it on 
April 11, 1924. 


There is a story about the paint- 
ing which might interest Mrs. 
Kennedy, herself an artist and a 
patron of art. President Coolidge 
wanted Mrs. Coolidge painted in 
a white dress. Mr. Christy held 
out for red. The President sug- 
gested the dog, which stood by 
Mrs. Coolidge, be painted red to 
satisfy the artist’s wish for that 
color. This, too, was denied. 


Mrs. Coolidge was painted in a 
red sheath+type dress. It was in 
perfectly good taste, but Mr. 
Coolidge thought it fitted too tight- 
ly and also was too short. So did 
some of the ladies who had be@n 
on the presentation committee. 


So it was, that later, and quite 
mysteriously, a ruffle was added 
to the bottom of Mrs. Coolidge’s 
dress to add dignity and length. 


The White House rooms are be- 
ing made into what Mrs. Kennedy 
promised—‘‘a showcase of Ameri- 


can art and history” for all Ameri- | 


cans to see. The portrait of Mrs. 
Coolidge is but one of many items 
being rescued from obscurity.

Milledgeville Director 
Calls for 5-Year Budget 


By JACK NELSON 


Dr. Irville H. MacKinnon, superintendent, has called for projected 
budgeting of at least five years for Milledgeville State Hospital. 


In the hospital’s annual report, 
Dr. MacKinnon pointed out that 
only $2.74 per day is being spent 
for each of the hospital's 12,000 
patients. He said this is ‘‘far 
short’’ of the national average. 


The national average is more 
than $4 and is considered by men- 
tal health leaders to be insuffi- 
cient for an adequate treatment 
program. 


Under the new appropriations 
act, the hospital budget next year 
will be $13,750,000, which will raise 


the per patient cost to neni $3.15 
a day. 


“Some method should be found 
to supply this institution with an 
adequate rate per patient day, ad- 
justed periodically,” Dr. MacKin- 
non said, ‘‘so that the administra- 
tion would know approximately 
what the budget would be for at 
least five years, thus enabling 
long range plans to be made for 
completing specific projects from 
year to year.” 

The need for a minimum finan-

prepared to give financial aid on 
the scale of the Marshall Plan 
“if the countries of Latin Amer- 
ica are ready to do their part.”

Constitution State News Service 
BROOKS—A string of five loco- 
motives and nine freight cars 
derailed at this south Fayette

President Kennedy’s “alliance for prog- 
ress” offer to Latin America last night is 
the most important development in our 
relations with that continent since Frank- 
lin Roosevelt’s enunciation of the Good 
Neighbor Policy. 


It does indeed set the stage for a 
decade of progress in this hemisphere 
which can be achieved only if the Latins 
are willing to help themselves. His 10- 
year, 10-point program provides a blue- 
print for reform. His instrument for car- 
rying it out is not a club but a carrot, 
beginning with the already-approved 
500 - million - dollar social development 
fund. 


Included in the planning are attacks 
on the real sources of current ills and 
political unrest in most Latin American 
countries. These include carrying out land 
reforms, improving tax systems, adopt- 
ing housing, sanitation and similar de- 
velopment measures. High on the list are 
education and training, with assistance 
from us to provide trained manpower 
“needed to man the economies of rapidly 
developing countries.” 

The President’s proposals are a re- 
treat from our past policies of support- 
ing whatever government, dictatorial or 
not, which happened to be in power in 
Latin American countries. They are an 
offer of aid to the real aspirations of the 
people for social, political and economic 
stability. 

To borrow a phrase from another 
great statesmen of our day, we’re willing 
to provide the tools to help do the job 
which Latin Americans must do for them- 
serves.

The President obviously does not in- 
tend to abolish all policy committees.

Offered To Trade 


WASHINGTON—President Kennedy does not 
lightly join issue with anybody in the spirit of 
either-or, or all-or-nothing. But he has commit-

ted hiniself to just such a flat-out contest with a part of aeaiaia 
against general federal aid to private and parochial schools. 


On this one, the die is cast; he 
will not turn back. The conse- 
quences cannot be wholly fore- 
seen; but they will surely be 
many and grave. 

Indeed, it now appears that in 
these first few months of his 
administration he may be enter- 
ing in a crisis no less fundamental 
than the crisis of 1937 when 
Franklin D. Roosevelt tried to pack 
the Supreme Court. That crisis 
brought to an end an extraordi- 
narily long political honeymoon 
for Roosevelt. Never again did he 
attain the degree of public back- 
ing he had enjoyed. 

The present crisis may bring 
for Kennedy just such an end to 
another political honeymoon. But 
the great difference is_ this: 
Roosevelt was trying to force the 
high court to change its opinions. 
Kennedy is attempting to support 
as the law of the land what he is 
quite sure is the high court’s set- 
tled opinion against federal aid 
to non-public schools. 

His recent appeal to Congress 
first to approve grants for public 
schools and then to consider, if 
it wished, loans to non-public 
schools has been widely misun- 
derstood. 

There is some feeling in Con- 
gress that the President really 
meant to suggest a trade—you 
give me federal aid to public 
schools and then I will give you 
loans to non-public schools. 

This, however, was in no way 
Kennedy’s intention. He had al- 


ready questioned the constitution- 
ality of across-the-board loan aid 
to the private and parochial 
schools. He has since had legal 
advice from the Department of 
Justice—headed by his brother, 
Robert, who like the President is 
a Catholic—to the same effect. 

Thus what he is saying to Con- 
gress—and all he is saying—is 
this: | have repeatedly given you 
my conviction that aid to non-pub- 
lic schools cannot stand up under 
the Constitution. So please don’t 
mix up this question with aid to 
public education. Pass public aid. 
Then, if you are determined to go 
into this other question you will 
do it on your own sole responsi- 
bility. 

This correspondent would nev- 
er attempt to pass personal judg- 
ment on the rights or wrongs of 
this profoundly difficult human 
and legal problem. But he has no 
doubt that the President would 
never approve any across-the- 
board aid for non-public schools. 
This is no authorized prediction; 
but I would bet on it. 

Thus those liberal Democrats 
who are challenging the President 
here—like Sens. Joseph Clark of 
Pennsylvania and Philip Hart of 
Michigan — are taking a grave 
step indeed. In Texas they used 
to say a wise man did not draw 
his six-shooter unless he meant 
to use it. In the most intimate 
sense they are drawing their six- 
shooters against the President.

Atlanta at That 


Maybe I don’t know as much about the Atlan- 
tic Ocean as I thought I did. The other day in 
this space, while wondering how a ship’s life pre- 


server : ae floated into my office, I said that the Atlantic Ocean had 
never been in closer to Atlanta, Ga., than the Fall Line. the shore of 
the ancient sea which runs across the state from Columbus to Augusta. 


Now comes Mr. A. B. Hammond 
of Berryton, Ga., who suggests 
gently that I didn’t know what 
I was talking about. Then he pro- 
ceeded to prove it. In a small 
box he sent a piece of stone he 
had picked up at the base of 
Lookout Mountain, near Cloud- 
land, Ga., which is about as far 
up in the Georgia mountains as 
you can get, in a northwesterly 


“You will note a formation in 
this rock,”” Mr. Hammond said. 
“It is a crinoid, or sea lily. This 
is a formation placed geologically 
in the Middle Cambrian Age of 
the Paleozoic era.” 

(This was a long time ago— 
500 million years or more, the 
book says. There wasn’t any life 
on earth then except trilobites, 
Peg and other sea shells. 

“The crinoid’” Mr. Hammond

WASHINGTON—It is not surprising to find 
Lyndon Johnson in charge of one of the most 
and controversial assign- 


significant, delicate, 


ments of the Kennedy administration. The restless, energetic vice 
president has always been one to want the hard jobs. Kennedy has 


complied. 

He is not only giving Johnson 
the same goal which President Ei- 
senhower gave to Nixon—to wipe 
out all employment discrimination 
among the tens of thousands of 
contractors doing billions of dol- 
lars of business for the federal 
government—but he is giving the 
vice president more authority, 
more staff, and more resources 
than Nixon. 

The new White House enacutive 
order, which Johnson will admin- 
ister, is armed with new means to 
compel compliance and the vice 
president will use them. This may 
well prove to be one of the most 
sweeping actions of the adminis- 
tration in the whole field of hu- 
man rights. 

To some the choice of a South- 
ern political figure as the sym- 
bol and instrument of one of the 
administration’s main efforts in 
the civil rights field may seem 
implausible and compromising.

At the Los Angeles convention 
there were influential Negroes, 
union leaders, and Democratic 
liberals who resisted Johnson's 
nomination for the vice presi- 
dency, pressuring Kennedy 
against the choice.. They now 
know they were wrong. 

It would be unfair to leave the 
impression that Mr. Kennedy is 
undertaking a pioneer crusade 
against racial discrimination in 
employment.

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‘History Is Human

It was 3 o'clock in the morning 
of May 1, 1825. 


Chattahoochee River mists were 
rising around the plantation 
known variously as Lockchau Tal- 
ofau, Acorn Town and Acorn Bluff 
in a region that was eventually to 
become Carrol! County. 


A whip-poor-will’s cry broke 
the stillness. But it came from a 
human throat—that of a grim-vis- 
aged Upper Creek Indian in an- 
cient tribal war-paint. 


The signal brought a creeping 
band of Indian executioners. Near- 
ly 200 red men stealthily sur- 
rounded the plantation and set it 
afire. 


SHOT AND STABBED 


Its owner appeared at an up- 
stairs window, armed and shoot- 
ing at the whooping maurauders. 
But flames drove him outside, 
where he was felled by bullets. 
Vengeful Upper Creeks dragged 
him across the yard by his heels, 
and the knife of an Okfuskee war- 
rior was plunged into his heart. 


Thus ended violently the color- 
ful and tangled career of half- 
breed William Mclntosh, one of

To the. Indians who killed him, 
McIntosh was Tusunugee Hutkee, 
a traitor to his race. 


To many white friends and rela- 
tives the educated half-breed was 
a brave officer who fought under 
Gen. Andrew Jackson; a shrewd 
trader who amassed a large per- 
sonal estate: a leader of the Low- 
er Creek Indians with authority 
in disbursing Creek annuities, in 
diplomatic negotiations, and in 
signing treaties. 


MURDER OR EXECUTION? 


It was his treaty-signing which 
eventually led to Tusunugee Hut- 
kee’s death — viewed by some as 
a foul murder; by others as a be- 
trayer’s lawful, well-deserved ex- 
ecution. 


Some say William McIntosh 
got 50 of his fellow chieftains 
drunk at a historic meeting in In- 
dian Springs and persuaded them 
to deed away most of their Geor- 
gia land to the whites. 


There were other complaints. 
Little Prince, head chief of the 
Creek nation, charged McIntosh 
used his ability to write to de- 
fraud his illiterate people of their 
government annuities. 


Thomas P. Andrews, special 
agent sent to investigate Creek af- 
fairs in 1825, described the half- 
breed as ‘“‘avaricious” and “un- 
just.”’ 


PALING STORY 


One thing cannot be disputed: 
William MclIntosh’s true story 
pales most Wild West novels and 
television serials. 


Half-white, he lived among In- 
dians and was followed by the 
Lower Creeks of Coweta towns 
along the Chattahoochee with 
what one historian termed “blind 
and often pathetic confidence.” 


But he was a first cousin to 
Georgia Governor George M., 
Troup. He fought with whites 
against the Upper Creeks and ap- 
peared to favor whites in the trea- 
ties which gradually pushed the 
red men out of Georgia. 


News of William MclIntosh’s 
death caused an extra edition of 
The Southern Recorder to be 
printed and sent messengers scur- 
rying back and forth between 
Georgia's frontier capital of. Mil- 
ledgeville and the Creek nation— 
and from Georgia to Washing- 
ton, D.C. 


CRISIS AFTER DEATH 


Chief McIntosh played a key 
role in the Creek civil war during 
his lifetime. His death raised a 
crisis in diplomatic relationships 
involving Georgia, the federal 
government, and two factions of 
the Creek nation. The crisis ended 
only after Indian titles to the last 
remaining acre of original tribal 
lands in Georgia had been ex- 
tinguished. 

The man who figured so largely 
in Indian and white affairs was 
one of Georgia’s famed McIntosh 
clan, descended from Scottish ad- 
venturer John McIntosh, who came 
to the colony in 1736. Believed to 
have been born in Coweta town in 
1778, William McIntosh was the 
son of a Coweta woman and a 
Tory officer. 


He had white half-brothers and 
half-sisters. The intricate web of 
McIntosh genealogy was compli- 
cated by polygamous marriages, 
common among more affluent 
Creeks. 


3 WIVES 

William McIntosh himself had 
three wives at one time. He main- 
tained two, a Creekiand a Cherokee 
woman, at the plantation called 
Lockchau Talofau on the left 
bank of the Chattahoochee. A third 
white wife, Eliza, kept another 
plantation 50 miles west of the

William’s and 
Eliza’s son, Chilly McIntosh, be- 
came official clerk of the Creek 
nation (It was Chilly who carried 
the news of his tather’s death to 
Gov. Troup and who later so 
aroused President John Quincy Ad- 
am’s suspicions that the President 
refused to execute the Indian 
Springs treaty. This ted to friction 
between federai authorities and 
the embattled Gov. Troup before 
the matter was settled with re- 
moval of Georgia Indians to the 
West.) 


William McIntosh by the age of 
22 had become an underling Cowe- 
ta chief. In 1805 he emerged as 
an important figure in diplomatic 
negotiations between the Creeks 
and the federal government. 


The half-b reed bargained in 
Washington with President Thom- 
as Jefferson. He acquired author- 
ity in disbursemer* of annuities 
paid the Creeks for their land. 


Beginning this business career 
modestly by selling some meat to 
white officials for a public meet- 
ing. he soon had a lucrative 
trading establishment. He operat- 
ed a ferry. His two-story planta- 
tion on fertile Chattahoochee bot- 
tom land, cultivated by Negro

slaves, sometimes served as a 
tavern for the entertainment of 
white and Indian travelers. (Sev- 
eral travelers narrowly escaped 
with their lives when that resi- 
dence was burned by the Indians 
who killed McIntosh.) 


Civil war between Upper 
Creeks and Lower Creeks 
precipitated the half- 
breed’s distinguished military ca- 
reer. A massacre caused Con- 
gress in July, 1813, to authorize 
the raising of a militia force of 
3,000 men from Georgia and Ten- 
nessee to move against hostile 
Upper Creeks. Cool and courag- 
eous in battle, McIntosh advanced 
under Old Hickory from ‘‘the ma- 
jor of the Cowetas” to a briga- 


dier-general. 


Maj. Thomas Woodward, watch- 
ing him dispatch “Red Sticks” in 
fighting across Georgia and irto 
Florida, called McIntosh ‘‘one of 
God’s make of generals.” 


LAND DISPUTES FLARED 


Defeat of the Upper Creeks in- 
creased animosities between the 
Indian factions. Land disputes 
added fuel to the fire. The Lower

Creeks generally recognized Mc- |, 


Intosh’s leadership and were will- 
ing to part with their lands for 
money. Rebellious Upper Creeks, 
led by Tuckabatchee chief Big 
Warrior, rebelled against land- 
cession treaties. 


One historian has noted that 
“the covetous hand of Georgia 
together with a suspicion of con- 
spiracy and bribery was seen in 
the Indian Springs Treaty of 
1821." Subsequent negotiations be- 
came involved with national and 
local politics, confused with per- 
sonal animosities nd strife 
among the Indians. 


William McIntosh stood in the 
center. 


Existing letters and records in- 
dicate the half-breed chief at- 
tempted bribery and had some 
persona] interest in the controver- 
Sial treaties. 


THROWN OUT 


Cherokees accused him of con- 
spiracy. They ordered McIntosh 
out of their nation and dispatched 
a runner to warn Creek leaders, 
“We have lost all confidence of 
his fidelity toward the interests 
of the red brothers. . . He will 
ruin your nation.”’ 


At a Broken Arrow council of 
Creeks, McIntosh was broken as 
speaker of the nation. At Pole 
Cat Springs other Creek chiefs 
decreed death ‘“‘by ropes and 
guns” to anyone daring to sell a 
foot of land without consent of 
the entire nation. 


But in February, 1825, McIntosh 
and a few underling chiefs signed 
away remaining lands in the sec- 
ond disputed Indian Springs 
treaty. 


The half-breed also signed his 
death-warrant. The bloody drama 
at Lockchau Talofau plantation 
less than three months later end- 
ed the life of William McIntosh 
and a vivid chapter in Georgia 
history.

Paar a Sad 
Spectacle

NEW YORK—The controversy 
between Jack Paar and Ed Sul- 
livan became a highly distaste- 
ful brawl Monday night. Both 
men indulged in invective and 
seemed bent on destroying one 
another. It must give pause to 
any thoughtful citizen when the 
networks allow their coast-to- 
coast facilities to be used for 
no better purpose than personal 
abuse. 


At a time when the rest of 
the world is concerned over 
grave issues, the United States 
presents the spectacle of two 
grown men, each enjoying an 
annual income well up in six 
figures, regaling millions of 
their fellow citizens with allega- 
tions and innuendoes about each 
other. 


OF SOME MERIT 

What perhaps may have 
started as an economic argu- 
ment of some merit is turning 
into a sickening disgrace. Both 
men might profitably shut up 
and, as once was something of 
an honorable tradition in enter- 
tainment, get on with their re- 
spective shows. 


The cheap outbursts began in 
earnest after the collapse of 
the scheduled appearance of 
Sullivan on Paar’s “Tonight” 
show. Statements of an unflat- 
tering nature came from both 
camps and continued, as it de 
veloped, into the night. 


The longest peroration was 
offered by Paar on his nightly 
program over NBC, a format 
that gives him a decided tactical 
advantage in the row that is 
equally unseemly for both. Not 
that at times Paar was not 
amusing; his abrasive wit is a 
weapon to be reckoned with. 


The sea of invective is all the 
more unfortunate because the 
controversy between Paar and 
Sullivan conceivably could: do 
some good in ventilating the 
dominant role of one or two 
talent agencies in television, a 
matter which the former 
brought out in the open with 
attractive vigor. If the full 
ramifications of the agency 
situation are laid bare, it could 
fundamentally affect the form 
of a great deal of TV. 


EMPHASIZES PRESSURES 


Further, the emergence of the 
dispute emphasizes the almost 
incredible pressures which are 
a daily part of the TV life. The 
fierceness of the constant fight 
for survival in video is indica- 
tive of how the law of the 
jungle devours many otherwise 
sensible people and directly 
affects what the public sees. 


Monday night’s show on NBC 
was taped in advance and at the 
actual live performance re- 
porters were able to watch a 
monitoring screen. Upon the 
departure of Paar a _ corre- 
spondent for a distinguished for- 
eign newspaper shook his head 
in utter disbelief of the whole 
affair.

framework for the Peace Corps 
of young men and women who 
will be selected and trained for 
international service. The rush 
of volunters has led the Ken- 
nedy Administration to suggest 
that perhaps some of these may 
be assigned to communities in 
America to work in slum areas, 
among other places. 


Let’s get our bid in early for 
a fight of them to come to At- 
lanta. We need them here. Per- 
haps there might be enough 
Georgians among them to make 
up a corps of local boys and 
girls who would apply their 
freshness and inspiration to our 
need. 


For years now, since the 
beginning of public relief, it 
has been possible to pinpoint 
the areas of Atlanta where wel- 
fare checks have not been 
enough to stem the disintegra- 
tion of family life and human 
personality. Welfare workers 
have known that subsistance 
money alone has kept many 
people alive, but it has not 
turned the tide of their depend- 
ency. 


The maps of public service, 
of incidences of delinquency and 
crime, of public health prob- 
lems, fire hazards, neglect, 
desertion have clearly shown 
that trouble hovers over the 
haphazard households of pover- 
ty and surrender. The trouble 
belongs to us all, because we 
all pay for it, in taxes, and in 
loss of income, and in’ ‘human 
cost. \ 


Professional social workers 
have known what needs to be 
done in these areas; sheltered 
work, repetitive manual em- 
ployment for men and women 
without skill, vigor, education 
and with even less determina- 
tion; protected, supervised play, 
recreation and training for their 
children; concentrated training 
in personal health and diet, in 
the decencies and responsibili- 
ties of family life, and a restora- 
tion of self respect through 
faith in God. 


There have heen no people 
to do this. Certainly welfare 
agencies alone could not un- 
dertake it. They have always 
been overworked and _ under- 
staffed. Churches, working 
separately by denominations, 
have not felt they could invest 
the money and manpower such 
a regeneration would require. 


School superinendents, who 
work with second generation 
relief children say they often 
require special handling, and 
indeed, special standards of 
education. Many of them can- 
not go beyond the fourth grade, 


yet they must stay in school © 


until they are 16. They cannot 
be trained in our vocational 
classes. It takes quick in- 
telligence to measure to close 
tolerances required for carpen- 
try,-to handle intricate machin- 
ery and to perform other .me- 
chanical skills. Such minds are 
only a shade less acute than 
the boys and girls who go on 
to higher technical education.

depressed families must be 
fitted into a new kind of manual 
training program which now 
does not exit, and they must 
be prepared for simple work 
at which they may one day 
support themselves. 


An application of all resources 
—education, manual training, 
health direction, religion, super- 
vised play, sheltered work—has 
already been undertaken in one 
pilot project in Atlanta. But it 
is expensive and can never be- 
come general unless the work- 
ers are available at a low cost. 


Rehabilitation of our depress- 
ed people is not merely a 
humane project, though the 
need is poignant and appealing. 
It is self defense. Unless we 
summon every resource to turn 
the tide of dependency, the cost 
of slums will engulf the body 
of taxpayers. 


This is rescue work we must 
do for our own protection. 


Let’s begin this work of hu- 
man redemption with a Peace 
Corps right here at home.

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What’s Mom’s Role 
When the Children, 
Playmates Quarrel? |

The first blow struck on the battlefield of the kiddie clan 
may not be heard around the world. But it’s likely to shake up 
the entire neighborhood. 


The most dangerous element in those battles of the younger 
set is not the local big-boy-bully. Nor even the one-toy-for-two 
playmate that frequently is the center of the tug of war. No, indeed! 


The X-factor that adds fuel to the fire, insults to the injury, 
most often is the valiant Mama or Papa who invades the battle- 
field in the guise of peacemaker. The good neighbor policy goes 
out the window when Johnnny comes marching through the door 
exhibiting wounds he suffered in a fray with next-door Junior. 
The battle rages long after Johnny's tears are dried and his 
wounds are dressed. 


But the scene of battle shifts from the playground to the liv- 
ing room, and the skirmish is continued via telephone, with an 
outraged Mama calling the next-door general to accounts. 
ADULTS—OUT! 

“It’s her own fault then,”’ observed an Atlanta mother. “Adults 
should keep out of the quarrels of their children. If they're left 
alone, the little ones can usually work out their differences. And 
their grievances are soon over and forgotten. It takes a lot longer 


for adults to forget the harsh words said to each other because 
of their children’s fighting.” 


Another mother pointed out that the protective instinct that’s 
a part of motherhood should be confined to healing the wounds of 
returning veterans of back-yard battles. 


“I learned that the hard way,”’ she confided. “My neighbor 
and I never had any trouble until our youngsters got into a couple 
of fights. Then I took a hand, refusing my son the privilege of 
playing with his friend. During the next few days, I don’t know 
who suffered the most, the mothers or the children! 


One mother said she gave her neighbor “ample time” to 
break a 4-year-old terror of biting all the children in the neigh- 
borhood. 


“But he kept it up,” she continued. “Whenever things didn’t 
go his way, he just bit the other children as hard as he could. 
His mother said she had spanked him time after time and it did 
no good.” 


So the next time the terror bit her child, the victim’s mother 


took the bit in her teeth; she bit the terror, to “show him just 
how it felt.’’ 


But the friendship between the two mothers did not suffer. 
IT WORKED : 
‘“‘My neighbor told me she’d never thought of that,” the mother 


said. ‘‘But it worked. The child simply had never known how 
it felt when he was biting someone else. Once he did, he quit.” 


Most mothers agree, however, that punishment of another 
woman’s child is not within the province of the lady of the house 
where the injury takes place. 


“I'd be fighting mad myself if any of my neighbors took it 
upon themselves to punish my child for something he did at her, 
house,” one mother declared. “I think she should, instead, bring it 
to my attention and leave his punishment up to me.” 


Some experts in the family relations field believe the best 
solution is to treat the cause, not the effect. 


“Certainly parents have a responsibility to help their children,” 
declared Dr. Eddie Neely Anderson. “But, rather than taking 
sides in their youngsters’ fights, parents have the responsibility of 
working with the children, helping them to analyze the conflicting 
feelings that cause them to want to fight with their playmates.”
